The Public’s Health 
By R. L. KAUFMAN, M. D. 
County Health Officer 


Infantile paralysis starts 
sud­ 
denly. Among the earliest sym p­ 
tom s are fever 
and 
headache. 
The fever is not excessively high. 
The headache is rather severe, 
usually in the frontal region, and 
a child or adult not ordinarily 
subject to headaches, this is an 
im portant symptom. 
Those who 
have had previous headaches say 
that this one is much worse than 
any they have had before. 
These sym ptom s may be 
ac­ 
companied by vomiting, diarrhea 
and abdom inal cramps. A change 
in disposition is often very no­ 
ticeable by the parents. A mild 
even tem pered youngster w ill be­ 
come irritable and hard to 
con­ 
trol. 
They 
get 
unreasonable. 
Some patients suffer from m ental 
dullness, of a degree out of 
all 
proportion to w hat one would ex­ 
pect from the general appearance 
of the patient. 
This drowsiness 
alternates w ith 
the 
irritability 
which appears when the person 
is disturbed. 
If sw eating 
takes 
place, it is associated w ith a low 
output of urine. Muscle pains are 
frequently present. 
The above symptoms make up 
the ordinary general m anifesta­ 
tions of poliomyelitis. 
They are 
the earliest ones. 
At this point 
the physician will think of 
the 
possibility of this disease, 
a n d 
w-ill look for other signs. 
These 
signs may be present 
now 
or 
come on very shortly. 
They are 
stiffness of the neck and 
spine. 
W hen the neck is stiff, the usual 
ability to touch the chest w ith 
the chin is gone, and any attem pt 
to approxim ate the two results in 
pain. 
The spine acquires a sensitivity 
to light taps w ith the 
knuckle, 
which cause pain w hen ordinar­ 
ily they would not. 
With 
the 
child sitting up in bed, it is dif­ 
ficult or impossible for him to 
bend his back forw ard and put 
his head on or betw een his knees. 
The back m ay be as rigid as a 
board. 
This sym ptom is due to 
the inflam m ation of the 
spinal 
cord, an increase in the pressure 
of the spinal fluid, or both. 
In 
any event, a spinal puncture w ith 
its w ithdraw al of fluid and low­ 
ering of pressure results in re ­ 
lief of this symptom in alm ost 
all cases. 
This is the second stage of the 
disease, or the stage of involve­ 
m ent of the central nervous sys­ 
tem. Up to this point, no m uscu­ 
lar weakness or paralysis may be 
present. 
However, the 
a b o v e 
symptoms and signs, 
especially 
w ith a history of exposure to the 
disease w ithin the past 
t h r e e 
weeks, 
or 
even 
w ithout 
this 
known exposure, call for a pre­ 
lim inary diagnosis of poliomye­ 
litis. 
It is now that a spinal punc­ 
ture should be done, for two rea­ 
sons. 
First, it relieves. 
Second, 
it affords an opportunity to ex­ 
am ine the spinal flu ’d and aid in 
the diagnosis. 
Convalescent ser­ 
um now m ay have great value. 
It 
is 
m ore 
beneficial 
before 
weakness or paralysis sets 
in, 
then after.
